CHICAGO, Feb. 27.—Further con- 
firmation of the report that the 
Allies are about to aid Finland by 


sending an expeditionary force via 
Norway reached Chicago today. A 
private message which succeeded in 
breaking through the stiff censor- 
ship operative in France and Great 
Britain indicated that this momen- 
tous step—almost certain to widen 
the sphere of operations of the 
war—may be taken by the Allies 
in the very near future. 

It has long been clear to stu- 
dents of military strategy that the 
Finns cannot continue to resist the 
Russian invasion without an early 
and substantial influx of new man 
power as well as a large number 
of airplanes and anti-aircraft guns. 
The advantage to the Allies of pre- 
venting Russia from breaking 
through to the Scandinavian sea- 
coast is also self-evident. 

New Attitude of Allies. 

The Allies have been eager to 
strengthen Finnish resistance by 
the dispatch of men as well as mu- 
nitions, but thus far have been un- 
able to send an expeditionary force 
because of the opposition of Sweden 
and Norway. According to private 
advices reaching Chicago, the Al- 
lies now consider the situation in 
Finland so critical that they are 
no longer going to be restrained 
by Scandinavian wishes to avoid 
being drawn into the war. 

A careful reading of the last four 
paragraphs of Edgar Ansel Mow- 
rer's dispatch published in these 
columns today will throw light on 

the new attitude of the Allies. The 
French censorship obviously re- 
stricted Mr. Mowrer’s explanation of 
Allied actions and plans, but he nev- 
ertheless succeeded in conveying 
the news that Europe is about to 
gee an extension of military action 
rather than an early peace. 
Polish Troops May Aid. 

Polish troops are now being trained 
under Gen. Sikorski in France. It 
is barely possible that some of these

Word About Three Secret 
Contracts Received 
Britain Said to Have Sent 
60 Warplanes. 


BUCHAREST, Feb. 27 (AP) — 
Three secret agreements whereby 
France will supply Rumania with 
large quantities of warplanes, ma- 
chine guns and other armaments 
were reported today. 

Signing of the contracts was re- 
ported unofficially as a Rumanian 
finance commission returned from 
Paris. 

Britain, it also was learned, al- 
ready has flown 60 Spitfire pur- 
suit ships and Bristol Blenheim 
bombers to this country. 

The French and British action 
was said to have followed the re- 
ceipt of assurances from Rumania 
that Germany would not be fa- 
vored in exports of Rumanian oil. 

This produced some uneasiness 
here as to Germany's future action 
toward Rumania. 

Italians Negotiating. 

Meanwhile, Italian negotiators 
began conferences which observers 
believed might develop into a Bal- 
kan economic contest with Ger- 
many. 

Launching of discussions with 
the Italian -trade mission here 
caused widespread speculation in 
foreign diplomatic quarters as tp 
Italy’s motives in seeking an in- 
creased share of Rumanian exports 
at the moment when either the 
Germans or the British-French Al- 
lies have contracted for nearly 
everything. 

Most informed circles held thi 
belief that Italy was seeking ti 
nudge out Germany and resell Ru- 
manian goods in world markets for 
gold.

Letter From President Roosevelt 


Message Presenting Personal Envoy to vati- 


can Expresses Executives Hope for 
“More Permanent Peace. 


VA 
Myron G. Taylor, special envoy 
from ent Roosevelt, today’ 
handed Pope Pius XII a letter ex- 
pressing the President's hope for 
“re-establishment of a more per- 
manent peace on the foundations 
of freedom and assurance of the 
life and integrity of all nations un- 
der God.” 

The letter presented Taylor to 
the American President's “old and 
good friend,” who as Eugenio Car- 
dinal Pacelli visited him in the 
United States in 1936. 

The President told the Pope he 
hoped “the common ideals of re- 
ligion and humanity itself can have 
a united expression for the re- 
establishment of a more permanent 
peace.” 

Vatican Releases Letters. 


The Vatican released the Presi- 
dent’s letter to the Pope together 
with one from Roosevelt to Taylor 
naming him his special ambassa- 
dor to the Pope. 

Both messages spoke of Taylor’s 
job as to serve as “a channel of 
communication” between the Presi- 
dent and the head of the Roman 
Catholic Church. ' 

The President told the Pope he 
was sending Taylor “in order that 
our parallel endeavors for peace 
and ‘the alleviation of suffering 
might be assisted.” 

The letter spoke of Taylor’s “hu- 
manitarian efforts in behalf of 
those whom political disruption has 
rendered homeless,” referring to his 
work as chief of the intergovern- 
mental committee for refugee re- 


lief. 
Text of Letter. 


The text of Roosevelt’s letter: 

“Your holiness, 

“In my letter Dec. 23, 1939, T 
had the honor to suggest that it 
would give me great satisfaction 
to send you my own representa- 
tive in order that our parallel 
endeavors for peace and the alle- 
viation of suffering might be 
assisted. 

“Your holiness was good 
enough to reply that the choice 
of Mr. Myron C. Taylor as my 
representative was acceptable 
and that you would receive him. 

“T am intrusting this special 
message to Mr. Taylor, who is a 
very old friend of mine and in 
whom I repose the utmost confi- 
dence. His humanitarian efforts 
in behalf of those whom political 
disruption has rendered homeless 
are well known to your holiness, 

J shall be happy to feel that 
he may be a channel of com- 
munications for any views you 
and I may wish to exchange in 
the interest of concord among 
peoples of the world.

Taylor, first representative frem 
America to the Holy See since 1367, 
will try to co-ordinate peace 
forts of the Vatican and the 
White House. 

He has opened offices in a hotel 
in Rome, and said he had rot decid- 
ed when to proceed to the villa in 
Florence, where he has been er- 
pected to stay. 

He said he found the Pope look- 
ing “very well indeed” and had been 
received with “great dignity and 
kindness.” 

Vatican circles commented on the 
length of time the Pope devoted to 
the audience, the two being alone 
33 minutes and the entire cere- 
mony occupying 43 minutes. 

Presents Roosevelt’s Message. 

When Taylor presented the' mes- 
sage from Roosevelt, there was 
no formal presentation of creden- 
tials or exchange of formal 
speeches, because Taylor has the 
status of a personal representative 
of the President and not that of a 
minister from the nation. 

Reaching the Vatican in an au- 
tomobile sent by the Pope, Taylor 
was conducted immediately to the 
Pope. The Pope offered his hand, 
over which Taylor bowéd. Taylor 
then was seated in an armchair 
at the right of the throne, and at- 
tendants withdrew while the two 
conversed. 

Harold H. Tittman Jr., United 
States Consul-General at Geneva, 
assigned as Taylor’s secretary, ar- 
rived in another automobile. At 
the end of the conference, Taylor 
presented him to the Pope. A 
group photograph was made. 

Taylor concluded his visit by the 
usual formal call on the papal Sec- 
retary of State, Luigi Cardinal 
Maglione, who was to return the 
courtesy this afternoon at Taylor's 
hotel. Usually, national ambassa- 
dors are given semi-public audi- 
ence in the main throne room.

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A vigorous long-range education- 
al attack, including a requirement 
for at least 10 years’ compulsory 
school attendance, was advocated 
as a means of meeting the unem- 


ployment problem in a report of the 
Educational Policies Commission 
made public today by its chair. 
man, Dr. John K. Norton, at a 
meeting. held in connection with 
the convention of the American 
Association of School Administra- 
tors. 

Dr. Norton, professor of educa- 
tion at Teachers’ College, Colum- 
bia University, wrote the report on 
“Education and Economic Well- 
Being in the United States,” with 
the approval of the commission ap- 
peinted by the association which 
included 19 other outstanding edu- 
cators, 

The program offered was said to 
be “basically necessary for econom- 
ic recovery and welfare.” All chil- 
dren should finish junior high 
school, Dr. Norton said and the av- 
erage child should get free school- 
ing through junior college. The av- 
erage amount of schooling, now 
about 10 years, should be increased 
to 14 years, he contended. 

The commission proposed that, 
with economic recovery, America’s 
annual school bill should be in- 
creased by a billion dollars. Ex- 
panded education, it said, would 
increase the nation’s productivity. 

Other Points in Program. 

Other major points in the com- 
mission’s program were: 

1, Expansion of vocational edu- 
cation to a point where boys and 
girls will leave school ready to en- 
ter productive jobs. ; 

2, Free college or university 
training for every child of superior 
ability who wants to go on with 
his education, even though his fam- 
ily is unable to finance it. 

The commission justified the in- 
creased cost by asserting the new 
program would give pupils and 
their future families increased pro- 
ductive power, buying power, con- 
suming power. | 

The commission suggested that 
states adopt the rule that schooling 
should continue until the pupil 
“can gét and hold a job.” 

The educators found an acute 
shortage of skilled workers in many 
industries, and said that the great- 
est numbers of unemployed at pres- 
ent are unskilled. Therefore, they 
suggested that the best insurance 
of continuous employment appears 


or highly skilled occupation. 
Boost in U. 8. Income Indicated. 
The commission indicated that 
America’s national income easily 
could reach 100 billion dollars if 
every worker were educated for 
the job in which he could be most 


Dr. Strayer on Maintenance. 

Dr. George D. Strayer, also of 
Teachers’ College, Columbia Uni- 
versity, discussed the maintenance 
of public education in relation to 
increasing demands of other social 
agencies before another group. Dr. 
Strayer conducted the recent sur- 
vey of St. Louis schools, 

A million children were not en- 
rolled in any school during the 
past year, he said, and 4,000,000 
young people between 15 and 24 
years were out of school and out 
of work. 

“Almost half our adult popula- 
tion have had no significant edu- 
cational opportunity beyond the 
elementary schools,” he continued. 
“There are millions of children in 
school for whom the opportunities. 
now provided bear little relation 
either to their needs as children or 
to their preparation for adult life 
in our society. . 

In his view, if schools are to be 
maintained for all children, major 
reforms must be instituted in fi- 
nancing the program. 

Changed Economic Conditions. 

“There is a group in the popu- 
lation that vigorously resists any 
increase in the tax burden,” he 
went on. “It fails to take account 
of The changed economic situation 
which makes it impossible for many 
of their fellow citizens to provide 
for themselves and their families 
to the degree that was possible in 
an earlier day. It neglects to give 
consideration to the fact that there 
is no longer free land available. 

“Ig seems unaware of the fact 
that technological developments 
often reduce the number of labor- 
ers required and change the nature 
of the skills demanded in such 
fashion as to throw men out of 
work through no fault of their own, 


“Because of this lack of under-| | 


standing, this group frequently de- 
mands a reduction in taxes with 
little or no appreciation of the ef- 
fect that the failure to maintain 
education and other social agencies 
may have upon the perpetuation of 
our democratic society.” 

R. B. McHenry, adviser in indus- 
trial training for the National | 
Youth Administration, urged school 
administrators to take stock of 
training needs in their eommuni- 
ties in order to assist in occupa- 
tional adjustment. Such needs, he

uate the coastal village of Koivisto 
about a week ago, the hearts of all 
were intent on defending the bat- 
teries on two islands off the shore 
at whatever the cost. 


Order to Withdraw. 


Last Friday or Saturday, Koivis- 
to’s gallant hundred finally received 
strict orders to blow up their bat- 
teries and withdraw. 

Reluctantly, the artillerymen 
obeyed, although officers and men 
had pleaded to be allowed to re- 
main. But the Finnish high com- 
mand wisely decided to make no 
gestures of folly when men of such 
established capacity could be far 
more useful elsewhere. It is under- 
stood that virtually all members of 
the garrisons escaped by night 
across the ice to the southern coast 
of Finland. 

The Finns are renowned in Eu- 
rope as the world’s most accurate 
artillerymen, and the picked gun- 
ners on the Koivisto Islands set a 
record which gunners have rarely 
equaled.

CIVILIZATION, SAYS HALIFAX 


They Are Ready to Die for Dis- 
torted Ideals, He Asserts; Bar- 
rier Must Be Broken. 

OXFORD, England, Feb. 27 (AP). 
—Foreign Secretary Lord Halifax, 
addressing an Oxford University 
audience today, envisaged the youth 
of Nazi Germany as carrying a 
“terrifying challenge” against civil- 
ization which can be resisted only 
by force on the battleground. 

The driving force behind the Nazi 
movement, Halifax said, is German 
youth—“deliberately deprived of 
the elements of true judgment.” 

Their point of view is in stark 
opposition to yours,” he said. “They 
have their own ideals which to our 
minds are distorted and deformed 
but for which thousands of them 
are prepared without a moment’s 
hesitation to sacrifice their lives.”

criticism of separate trials in Missouri for co-defend- 
ants such as John Nick and “Putty-Nose” Brady, 
Prof. Williams introduced the telling fact that only 
19 states have statutes requiring severance in joint 
felony cases if any co-defendant asks for a separate 
trial. He made the further effective point that of 
these 19 states, only two, Missouri and Minnesota, 
contain large metropolitan areas. 

Thus, the metropolitan areas of Missouri and Min- 
nesota are the only ones in the country which are 
handicapped by the separate-trials racket when they 
attempt to prosecute gangsters, bribers, thugs and 
racketeers. In New York, in Chicago, in San Fran- 
cisco—in all the other metropolitan areas—prose- 
eutors cah send jointly to trial defendants jointly in- 
dicted and against whom the testimony will be the 
same. As Prof. Williams said, District Attorney 
Thomas E. Dewey has been under no handicap, such 
as Missouri prosecutors labor under, in his war on 
racketeering in New York City. 

This hobble on law enforcement in Missouri has 
not gone unopposed. Prof. Williams pays a proper 
tribute to St. Louis lawyers like Arthur J. Freund 
and Daniel Bartlett, and Paul A. Buzard of Kansas 
City, who, with the authority of the State Bar As- 
sociation, have gone at their own expense to Jef- 
ferson City, not once but repeatedly, in behalf of 
a change which would give Missouri the same pro- 
tection which “England, the United States and two- 
thirds of the individual states enjoy.” Session after 
session, the Post-Dispatch has called the Legislature’s 
attention to its obvious duty. 

The criminal’s unfair advantage is retained, not 
because the people of Missouri want it, but because 
it suits the lawyer bloc in the Legislature. It mat- 
ters not to these misrepresentatives that separate 
trials mean extra cost to the taxpayers, that severance 
weakens cases against racketeers and gangsters. For 
that is just what is sought—devices which will en- 
able crooks to beat the law. Separate trials divide 
the fire of prosecutors, they cause delays and thus 
increase the probability that defendants will go free. 

Every State Representative and half the members 
of the Missouri Senate will go before the voters this 
year. The people would make no mistake if they 
passed on the candidates in terms of their attitude 
toward plugging up this gaping hole in our criminal 
law. For, as Tyrrell Williams so graphically phrased 
it, “opposing metropolitan racketeers with the Mis- 
souri conspiracy law is like opposing machine guns 
with bows and arrows.” 
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THE NEW CHILDREN’S CRUSADE. 

Edgar Ansel Mowrer relates how his daughter, 
after spending most of her life abroad, entered an 
American high school and displayed an extreme in- 
terest in civics, particularly the study of the Consti- 
tution. On being questioned by her classmates about 
her zeal for what they considered a dull subject, the 
girl answered: “You have never lived in the dark.” 

This is precisely the point Dorothy Canfield Fish- 
er, novelist and educator, is seeking to bring out 
in the movement she has organized to make Ameri- 
can children aware of the often unrecognized bless- 
ings they enjoy in this democratic land.

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A CONSTANT CHECK NEEDED. 

Illinois has thus far dropped 1458 old-age assist- 

ance recipients as a result of its recently announced 
statewide review of its pension rolls. According to 
Fletcher C. Kettle, State Superintendent of the Di- 
vision of Old-age Assistance, this is only the begin- 
ning—the survey will continue until all persons 
whose changed resources make them ineligible for 
pensions have been removed from the lists. 
All power to Mr. Kettle’s arm and to those of his 
investigators! He has every right to be suspicious 
when Illinois has more pensioners than New York, 
which has a population 5,000,000 larger. But if 
the cleanup in Illinois is to mean anything, it will 
need to be pushed with more resolution than that 
in Missouri.

EGARDLESS of all the agitation now

litical question in the country today, to wit: 
Will he run for a third term? 

One of the main reasons why the pri- 
maries will play such a minor role in the 
drama about to open is that they will be 
held in hardly more than one-third of the 
states. These states contain, it is true, 
about half the country’s population, but in 
some of them, notably New York, delegates 
will be chosen without announcing their 
preferences for presidential nominees, If 
New York be omitted from the list, only 40 
per cent of the population is represented by 
the remaining states. 

This status of the primary system indi- 
cates quite a decline from the peak in 1916, 
when 24 states, containing almost 70 per 
cent of the population, used this method 
of selecting delegates to presidential con- 
ventions, Since then, primary laws have 
been abandoned or invalidated by the courts 
in nine states. 

. » . 


Therefore, the system is far from univer- 
sal—so far from it that a conclusive choice 
of presidential delegates is not made in pri- 
maries; and, in turn, the primaries are be- 
coming weaker and weaker checks on the 
freedom of conventions, with their hand- 
picked delegates and smoke-filled rooms. 


indecisive this year is to be found in the 
evident unwillingness of certain leading pre- 
convention candidates to enter some of 
them. For instance: Although Mr. Dewey 
has entered the Republican primary in U- 
nois, Senators Vandenberg and Taft, the 
other two of the Republican “big three,” 
have declined to let their names be used.

Then the backers of Mr. Roosevelt were 
Beeking free and open primaries—demand- 
ing that the people choose—and the “Stop- 
Roosevelt” forces were the ones resorting 
to the star chamber, 

In certain states, notably Illinois and 
Ohio, the primaries are advisory and not 
The five delegates won by Sen- 
ator Borah in a contest with Robert Taft in 
the Ohio primaries in 1936 voted on the first 
ballot for Gov.

NEW YORK, Feb. 27 (AP).—The 
selection of 28 American scientists 


and industrialists, including Henry 


Ford and Orville Wright, as “mod- 
ern pioneers of the frontiers of in- 
dustry” was announced yesterday 
by the National Association of 
Manufacturers.

GEORGE M. REYNOLDS DIES; 
RETIRED CHICAGO BANKER 


Former President of Bankers’ As- 
sociation Succumbs in Sanitarium 
at Pasadena, Cal. 


PASADENA, Cal., Feb. 27 (AP). 
—George M. Reynolds, retired Chi- 
cago banker, died last night in a 
sanitarium. He was 75 years old. 

Mr. Reynolds, former chairman 


of the Executive Committee of the 
Continental Illinois Bank & Trust 
Co. declined appointiment as secre- 
tary of the Treasury by President 
Taft in 1909. He was president of 
the American Bankers’ Associa- 
tion in 1908. 

He retired in 1933. Mrs. Reynolds 
died a few months after they moved 
to Pasadena. He is survived by a 
brother, Arthur, of Burlingame, 
Cal., and a son, Earle, of Pasadena 
and Chicago. 

Mr. Reynolds began his career 
as a clerk in a bank at Panora, Ia. 
He became president of a bank 
at Des Moines, and went from 
there to Chicago as cashier of the 
old Continental National.

Now, as Mrs. Oliver T. Johnson, 
you'd never suspect it. A tall com- 
manding figure, at ease on any 
platform and noted for limitless 
conversational powers and re- 
sources, she also has such sym- 
pathy and understanding of other 
timid or inarticulate souls that she 
can and has made them over, al- 
tered their course in life, improved 
their business prospects, seen them 
gain promotions over their fellows. 
It was all done through speech 
training. | 

“A wise and foresighted father,” 
related Mrs. Johnson at her home, 
5244 Lansdowne avenue, “seeing 
me becoming the victim of an in- 
feriority complex—though we called 
it timidity in those days—entered 
me in a college far enough from 
our Southern Illinois home so that 
I wouldn’t see my borthers often 
and directed that I be put in the 
public speaking department. 

His vision was vindicated. From 
a girl neglected socially, never 
chosen for parts in local entertain- 
ments, she came home to be no- 
ticed for newly acquired conversa- 
tional abilities and to take a lead- 
ing part in community affairs. 

“Naturally, I believe in speech 
training,” said Mrs. Johnson. “I 
had elected school] teaching as my 
vocation. In the public schools I
